Savannah, Ga., August 29.—Except 
for littered streets, oss to factories 
and homes, trees and wires, which in 
the aggregate is high, but in individ- 
val instances is small, Savannah late 
today was under a smiling summer 
6un, not much the worse for the 
Greatest storm, in point of barometer 
end wind gauge records, that ever 
visited this city. 

So far as is known no life was lost 
and such injuries as were sustained 
were minor. Several fishing parties are 
misging. 

One Liner Ashore. 

Ships coming into port today tell 
of terrible battles with the sea, but 
only one ship in the Savannah coast 
territory suffered, the Lexington, Mer- 
chants and Miners’ Transportation 
Company, which sailed from Savannah 
for Philadelphia Sunday night. This 
liner went ashore on Hunting Isfand., 
South Carolina, at the mouth of the 
Edisto river, where the City of Sa- 
vannah was lost during the great 
storm of August, 1893. 

Passengers Rescued. 

The revenue cutter Yamacraw, late 
this afternoon took off af the passen.

Lexington was so far inshore that the 
Yamacram could not get up to her, and 
it is said will be hard to float.

Charleston, 8 C., August 29.—To- 
night the death list of the hurricane 
which swept in from the sea and 
struck Charleston on Sunday night in- 
cludes fifteen names. Additional re- 
ports from outside parts of the city 
and from other points nearby has 
swelled the list from seven at which 
it stood last night.

Loss Fully $1,000,000, 

It ts belleved that the estimate 
placing the total property damage at 
$1,000,000 is decidedly within the 
mark, though no man is able to judge 
as yet with anything like accuracy. 
No reports have come in as yet to 
throw light on the damage to crops in 
the region between Charleston and 
Savannah, and on the sea islands. It 
is feared, however, that the cotton 
and rice crops have been dealt a stag- 
gering biow. 

Today Charleston has begun the 
process of recovery. Some of the de- 
bris has been cleared away. The street 
railway system has begun operation 
again. the telephone system will 
probably be working tomorrow.

INADVISABLE NOW,

That it would be inadvisable to hold 
an election on the new city charter 
September 27, because of the serious 
clerical error which it was held might 
invalidate the charter if so ratified, 
was decided at a meeting of citizens 
held at the Kimball House yesterday 


at noon. 

The meeting was largely attended by 
representative citizens, who had been 
called together for the purpose of or- 
ganizing the campaign in favor of 
the new charter. Phere were a num- 
ber of leading attorneys present whose 
opinion was that the clerical error 
in the new charter wag so serious as 
to make it exceedingly doubtful if the 
charter could be legally ratified on 
September 27, 

A resolution was adopted which de- 
clared it the sense of those present 
that the election should not be held 
until the error is corrected, and ask- 
ing senator and representatives to 
take the matter up at the special 
legislative session of thig winter. 

Under the resolution a committee of 
five will be appointed by Chairman 
E. E. Pomeroy, including himself. as 
chairman, for the purpose of carrying 
out the purposes stated, and for the 
further purpose of affecting organi- 
gation for the campaign whenever it 
takes place. 

City Council “Will Not Act, 

As the new charter provides that 
the charter election on September 27 
shall be held under the presefit ex- 
isting city ordinances, it would de- 
volve upon the mayor and general 
cvuncil to carry out the purposes of 
the charter so far as the election is 
coneerned, that is, the general coun- 
cil would have to formally call the 
election, select the polling places, pro- 
vide the ballots and ballot boxes, and 
receive and certify to the returns. 
Since the action of the citizens’ com- 
mittee yesterday, and as the city at- 
torney will probably hold the same 
views about the illegality of the char- 
ter, the city council will doubtless take 
no action; This will allow the elec- 
tion on the new charter to go by de- 
fault. 

By the action of the citizens’ meet- 
ing, steps will be taken to have the 
charter acted upon at .the extra ses- 
sion of the legislature which will be 
for the purpose of inau- 
g@urating the governor who will suc- 
ceed Governor Smith. This will prob- 
ably be some time in the early part 
of next year. 

There will, therefore, 
election this year. 

Meeting Called to Order. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Clark Howell, and on motion Col. E. B. 
Pomeroy was made chairman and F. - 
Qouillian secretary. Mr. Howell, on 
request, stated that the original ob- 
ject of the meeting was to take pre- 
liminary steps to organize the cam: 
paign for the new charter. 

“Since the meeting was called, how- 
ever,’ stated Mr. Howell, “it has been 
discovered that a clerical error was 
made in the new charter which might 
invalidate it. The error substituted 
1911 for 1910 as the year for the pay- 
ment of taxes so voters could qualify. 
Not being a lawyer, I would not un- 
dertake to give an opinion as to what 
legal effect the error will have. There

Finds Battlefield Roule Quite 
Rough But Worth While 


People Are Wide Awake on 
Good Roads Question and 
Are Rapidly . Improving 
Many Highways---Work Is 
Needed in Cobb and Bartow.

Chattangooa, Tenn. August  29.— 
(Special.)—It is worth traveling over 
all the rough road on the “Battlefield” 
or Sherman-Johnston route between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga, just to get 
the magnificent view of the Tennessee 
valley and Lookout mountain frem 
Missionary Ridge, one of the most 
famous battlegrounds of the civil war. 
The Constitution’s Thomas Flyer scout 
car made a splendid run over this 
route today, recording good time at 
every point and on some of the rough- 
est roads it has yet traveled. 

Many of the roads on thie route 
are rocky and full of holes, and at 
points there are hills which will have 
to be materially graded before’ the 
route will be comfortable for travel. 

But at nearly every point the people 
are wide awake and in many sections 
work is now being done with a view 
to getting it in dbetter condition for 
the proposed tour to be made over 
it this fall, following the ‘’round-the- 
state tour to Savannah. 

The road from Atlanta to Carters- 
ville is fairly good, but there are 
some places yet in both Cobb and Bar- 
tow counties where material, improve- 
ment is needed. Through the northern 
portion of BartOw and in Gordon much 
work wilK\ have to be done, and while 
the same is true of Whitfield, it is also 
true that Whitfield is now doing the 
work. Dalton and the people of Whit- 
field county are . keenly alive to the 
importance of this road. They have 
graded most of it and will chert it 
within a short time. Catoosa, although 
it has had the example of the gov- 
ernment road, a splendid turnpike from 
Ringgold into Chattanooga, has done 
practically nothing, and the only roda 
improvement through this county has 
been by private subscription, with the 
aid of Chattanooga. So much for the 
roads on the Battlefield route, one of 
the most interesting road routes in 
the southern states, when it is prop- 
erly improved, so as to be feasible for 
travel. 

The Constitution Party. 

In The Constitution car when it left 
Atlanta snortly after 9 o'clock this 
morning were: A. N. Tumlin, of Cave 
Spring, president of the North Geor- 
gia and Alabama Highway association;

The Railways of the Country

Chicago, August 29.—Following a 
plan for retrenchment, railroads of the 
country in the past year have dis- 
missed 81,700 men, effecting a net an- 
nual saving in operating expenses of 
$94,000,000, according to a report made 
public today. 

Thig economy has been adopted by 
60 per cent of all the roads, and is 
rapidly spreading to remaining lines. 

The decrease in expense and mainte- 
nance is said to be the result of action 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
which refused to allow the roads to 
put into effect a general increase of 
freight rates. Thliargestreduction in 
the forces are found among the track- 
men, shopmen and miscellaneous ¢m- 
ployees. 

The report containing these figures, 
it is said, have an important bearing 
on the wirespread unrest existing in 
the ranks of the Harriman line shop- 
men.

During this time the consecrator sat 
at the foot of the altar and the candi- 
date knelt before him. At the moment 
when the consecrator, with the impo- 
sition of his hands, actually confers 
the episcopal power, and at other par- 
ticularly solemn moments, the candi- 
date prostrated himegelf, and the whole 
ceremony was a gradual elevation, un- 
til at the end he was finally enthroned 
in the chair which is vacated for him 
by the consecrator. 

The actual consecration ceremonies 
were interpolated in the celebration of 
high mass, up to the offertory, and be- 
ing then practically completed, the 
new bishop proceeded with the cele- 


bration of mass simultaneously and at 
the same altar with the consecrator,

Bishop Keiley’s Sermon. 

No. feature of the ceremonies was 
more memorable than the sermon de- 
livered by Bishop Kelley. It Was a 
model of appropriateness as well as a 
clear and forceful exposition of mod- 
ern conditions with relation to world- 
old truths. The relations of scientific 
truth and religious truth he discussed, 
and the obligation of both to go back 
to a first cause, in order to validate 
their conclusions. 

And while he lamented the growth 
of unbelief in the world, he rejoiced in 
the fact that the champions of God's 
truth are likewise increasing in num- 
ber, and to them he added the new 
bishop. 

His voice carried easily through the 
church, and his manner, quiet and 
simple, yet carried conviction with it; 
but in his peroration, in which he re- 
peated the charge of Christ to Peter 
to build His church, he rose to tre- 
mendous dramatic effect, and at the 
pronouncement of Christ/s name, when 
he removed his biretta, and the snowy 
white hair was revealed, the effect was 
as picturesquely dramatic as the words 
were impressively so. 

A few words he added in tribute to 
him the congregation. had lovingly 
called “Father Gunn.” Brief the words 
were, but intense in their sincerity. 
His voice broke before he completed 
his short and meaning sentences of 
love and praise, and practically the 
wholé congregation was in tears. 

Music of the Consecration, 

The brilliance of the occasion Was 
heightened in no small degree by the 
quality of the music. Itg selection was 
appropriate, and there was a choir to 
render it of forty voices or more. Most 
of the mass music wag from Gounod’s 
St..Cecelia Mass, the character of which 
is so well sulted to such celebrations 
that ail--or parts of it have almost 
come to be expected. The triumph of 
the Gloria, the sublimity of the Sane- 
tus; were well expressed, and formed 
a rich contrast to the Gregorian chant- 
ing which in its way is equally im- 
pressive. The processional “Ecce Sa- 
cerdos Mangus,” had been composed 
especially for the occasion by Father 
Sorin, of Lisle, Miss., and was a worthy 
introduction to an august occasion, The 
final number, Mendelssohn's “How 
Lovely Are Thy Messengers,’’ sung by 
women’s voices, was,in contrast to the 
heavier volume made by the combina- 
tion with men’s voices, like the distant 
sounding of angelic choirs, echoing 
what had gone before. ) 

A dramatic detail of the music war 
an instrumental dnterlude by the or- 
ganist, Vincent Hurley, who, just after 
the new bishop’s profession of faith, 
played softly the familiar setting of 
Cardinal Newman's “Lead Kindly 
Light.” It is part of the story of this 
poem that it was written when this 
noted prince of the church was grop- 
ing for certainty and its sounding was 
thus an effective interpolation.

a negro, with an 
army rifle, 
and a disposition to use it, stood the 
west side of the city on its head for a 
brief spell yesterday afternoon, and 
caused a riot alarm, which sent city 
and county policemen, sheriffs and dep- 
uty sheriffs hurrying to the scene to 
quell what rumor said was a race riot 
of the first degree. | 
Jenkins started on his exciting, 
though brief, career shortly after 2 
o’clock, when he visited the plant of 
the Plate Ice Company, 530 Marietta 
street, and: shot Charley Campbell, an- 
other negro, in the right leg, just above 
the Knee, shattering the bone, as the 
result of a row over a hatchet. 
Jenkins turned to flee, and Carlton. 
Bell, another negro, employed at the 
plant, set out in hot pursuit. He didn't 
pursue very far. The big Springfield 
roared again, and the lower half of 
Bell’s right ear parted company with 
the upper half. 
The sound of the shots caused @ 


crowd to assemble, and Jenkins and his 
trusty Springfield were pursued, most 
of the time at a risk that would be ac- 
cepted by the insurance companies. 
Across the fields to West Hunter street 
the chase led, the shouts of the pur- 
suers and the occasional rumble of the 
Springfield adding to the excitement, 
and swelling the attendance. 

In the meantime, rumors of rioté and 
bloody murder flew thick and fast, re- 
ports of the number of combatants and 
the extent of the slaughter varying in 
proportion to the degree of excitement. 

City and county officers, newspaper 
reporters, photographers and a swarm 
of curious spectators, along with patrol 
wagons and ambulances, flocked out 
West Hunter and Marietta streets. 

Jenkins claims that he shot only fiv2 
times before he was captured, once at 
Charlie Campbell and the other times 
in the air, with intention of hitting no 
one. One shot, however, passed with- 
in two inches of the head of little Ivy 
Langston, son of G. C. Langston. This 
was near 40 Newport street, where the 
Langstons live, and Ivy was one of a 
group of children standing near a tree. 
The negro shot and the bullet plowed 
inte the tough wood. Mr. Langston 
immediately started in pursult of the 
negro and was with the officers until 
he was captured. 

In another place Jenkins was accost- 
ed by a white man, who asked him 
where he was going. He was told and 
then advised the negro to give up. 

“I don’t want to shoot you, mister,” 
replied the darky, “but if you come 
any nearer I’m goin’ to put a bullet in 
you.” 

Beyond Ashby street, towards Battle 
Hill, it was thought Jenkins had hid- 
den in a barn. This was surrounded 
and he proved to have slipped around 
to safety. The officers then took up 
the trail which led into the woods, fol- 
lowing him to West Hunter street 
where he had run into Officer Heard of 
the county force. 

Jenking shook off his pursuers be- 
fore the police arrived, but was finally 
captured by County Officer C. C. Heard 
on West Hunter street, about a half 
mile from the junction of Ashby.

A QUEER POSTOFFICE POLICY. 


As The Constitution two months ‘ago stated would be done, 
‘the postoffice department has transferred I. G. Hart, assistant post- 
‘master at Charleston, S. C., to the extremely important position of 
superintendent of mails in the Atlanta postoffice. ‘The department 
“officially” denied the report when first published by The Consti- 
tution. Now, with the announcement of the appointment, the 
statement is made, as if apologetically, that it is done at the 
“request” of Postmaster McKee. Perhaps the postmaster made 
such a request, but no one who knows him will believe that he did 
so voluntarily.. Mr. Hart is one of the postmaster general’s political 
proteges. : 

It will be difficult for the average business man of Atlanta, 
already inconvenienced and penalized by inadequate mail facilities, 
to comprehend the policy that places an individual who is totally 
unfamiliar with local conditions in full charge of that branch of the 
postoffice in which knowledge of local conditions is, to say the 
least of it, an important consideration. The man who assumes 
superintendency of mails in Atlanta should be intimately acquainted, 
not only with the city, but with the personnel and nature of the 
firms, industries and interests with whom his work brings him intd 
hourly contact. 

It is inexplicable, to put it mildly, that throughout the entire 
staff of veterans in the Atlanta postoffice—many of which have 
served from fifteen to twenty years in posts of executive responsi- 
bility—there should be none found qualified to fill thé duties of this 
exacting position. There must be something radically wrong in 
the organization of the postoffice department, that it should feel 
impelled to place the mail facilities of Atlanta—second largest city 
in the south—in the hands of an official shifted from a city less 
than one-third the size of Atlanta. 

‘But argument is unavailing in the face of the department’s 
edict. Its effect must be determined by time. What Atlanta 
demands, and has a right to demand, is effective service. If that 
shall be forthcoming, thé appointment will be justified and the 
avalanche of complaints against Atlanta’s postal facilities may be 
stemmed.

mercial and industrial position in the south entitles it. 

The business men of the entire south are at last awakened to 
their rights. Unless, this fall, the postal service of this section is 
placed upon a basis of punctuality and efficiency, a thoroughly

REVISING GEORGIA’S INSURANCE LAWS. 


An opportunity for state-wide, constructive service offers to 
the joint committee of the legislature, authorized at the recent 
session, to investigate the insurance laws of the state and recom- 
mend sweeping revision. Under the resolution introduced by the 
Hon. O. T. Gower, the following members of the house and senate 
were designated to serve upon this important mission: From the 
house: O. T. Gower, of Cordele; R. N. Hardeman, of Louisville; 
G. Y. Harrell, of Lumpkin; H. H. Chandler, of Lavonia, and B. F. 
Scott, of Folkston. From the senate: E. A. Copelan, of Greene; 
J. W. Mayson, of DeKalb, and G. W. Adams, of Putnam. 

In spite of the tremendous insurance business of all phases 
done in this state, the regulations governing the chartering and 
maintenance of companies are, in many fundamental respects, lax, 
insufficient and deficient in protection to either the policy-holders 
or to the companies themselves. The insurance department of the 
state—administered by the comptroller general—is hopelessly ham- 
pered. Time and again the comptroller has shown the general 
assembly the extent t6 which his hands are tied; the manner in 
which, in many instances, he must actually connive at what he 
personally believes to be intent to defraud; and the liberality with 
which the imprimatur of the state may be used by outright “sharks” 
to gull and prey upon the most defenseless element of the popula- 
tion of this and surrounding states. His protests have fallen upon 
deaf ears, until the recent session, when largely, in response to The 
Constitution’s exposure of the evils of existing conditions, the 
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|Gower commission was instructed to probe and present recom- 


mendations to the next regular session.

Sorely perplexed are the people of 
College Park in their effort to settle 
this problem which now confronts 
them, They must choose either water 
or lights, and the choosing is anything 
but easy, especially when there’s every- 
body to please. 

It’s like this: 

The new water and sewer mains 
which are to give the classic suburb 
“ali city conveniences” have just been 
completed, and everything is now in 
readiness for the water to be turned 
on. The city generates its own power 
for its lights, and it was planned to 
pump the water into the city stand- 
pipe with power from this plant. The 
Plan is a most excellent one, but re- 
sults are less satisfactory. 

On Saturday afternoon the city pump 
was put into action, and the water 
was soon coursing merrily through the 
several miles of newly-laid pipes. The 
city engineer, the water commissioner 
and the people generally were tickled

PROOF READERS 
FOR LEGISLATURE 


Clerical Errors Call Attention 
lo Faults of Present System, 


Serious Difficulty Is Found in 
Getting Good Copyists to 
Do Work of Transcribing 
the. Bills---Boifeuillet Re- 
fuses to Name Clerks. 


Two trained proofreaders will prob- 
ably be on hand at sessions of the 
legislature hereafter to read the com- 
pleted copies of all bills that are pass- 
ed before they are submitted to the 
governor for approval. 

The clerical blunder in the Atlanta 
charter bill and errors in other meas- 
ures enacted at the recent session has 
called attention to faults in the pres- 
ent system of engrossing and enrofl- 
ing. ; 

Boifeuillet in Charge. 

Colonel John T. Boifeuillet, clerk of 
the house, has charge of all the cleri- 
cal work in the lower body of the 
legislature. The bulk of the bills 
that become laws are !ntroduced there | 
and have to be engrossed by direction 
of the dlerk. 

Colonel Boifeuillet is recognizeg as 
one of the most capable legislative 
clerks in the country. His long ex- 
perience and natural talents have en- 
abled him to take splendid care of the 
work despite encumbrances. 

One of the most serious difficulties 
is that of getting good 
copyists to do the work of transcrib- 
ing bills. The session lasts for only 
fifty days and boys on vacation and 
men temporarily out of jobs have to 
be taken on. The members frequent- 
ly insist on the appointment of friends 
or relatives who often” are not ex- 
perts in the line of work. 

However, the greatest trouble lies 
in the methog of revision and the 
limited time for completing the en- 
grossing following adjournment. They 
have an engrossing committee, whose 
duty is to read the completed copy of 
every enacted bill to see that it is got- 
ten up properly. Havfng several hun- 
dred measures to handle, and many of 
them bulky and prosaic, positions on 
the committee are not sought after 
with avidity by the legislators. 

Only Five Days Given. 

five days are allowed at the 
close of a session for the clerk to 
transcribe and deliver all enacted 
measures to the executive department. 
During the last day or two the bulk 
of the final work is done. Often ad- 
journment leaves a hundred or more 
bills to be written out. This necessi- 
tates a rush incompatible with proper 
care. 

However, were al] the checks pro- 
videq by the system observed with 
care, most errors would be caught be- 
fore the bills are signed. 

Members of the engrossing commit- 
tees are presumed to read them; then 
the officers of the house: then the 
clerks in the executive office, and, if 
he desires, the governor. 

There is no law requiring those in 
the executive department to scrutinize 
the bills. However, it has been a cus- 
tom for many years for the governor's 
secretaries or clerks to go over each 
bill carefully, to eatch errors in spell- 
ing, patent mistakes in language, and 
anything which should be called to the 
attention of the officers of the legisla- 
ture or the executive, before they are 
placed in the governor's hands. 

A Valuable Check. 

This last check, when exercised, has 
proved valuable, in that it made possi- 
ble the correction of errors before the 
bills became laws. 

This year virtually 
disposed of by the governor within 
days of delivery.

President Taft will address 
lcongresg September 26, 


SPEAKER HOLDER MAKES 
DEFENSE OF BOIFEUILLET 


At the request of Hon. Walter Mc- 
Elreath and Governor Smith, Speaker 
Holder came to Atlanta from his home 
in Jefferson yesterday to render what 
official aid he could to have corrected 
the error in the Atlanta charter. 

When he reached here it bad been 
decided by Mr. McElreath, the gover- 
nor, the attorney general and others 
that it was not possible for the gov- 
ernor to correct the error. 

In discussing the matter the speaker 
said: 

“Clerk John T. Boifeuillet should 
not be censured nor blamed for the 
errors in the acts. He has been clerk 
for fourteen years, during which time 
he has handled some fifteen thousand 
bills and resolutions and not ome has 
ever been lost and this is the first 
time any material errors have  oc- 
curred in any bills. It is quite remark- 
able that few errors are made® dur- 
ing the last days of the session, and 
during the. five days after the ad- 
journment of the legislature. Many 
bills are passed at the close of each 
session, some of which are very long. 

“The Atlanta charter bill, for ex- 
ample, covered 180 pages, and the 
bills have to be copied rapidly in or-

der to reach the governor before the 
expiration of the five days allowed 
him for reading bills and signing 
same. 

“This fact should also be remem- 
bered—that Mr. Boifeuillet has not the 
time to copy nor read a Dill. The 
work of copying is done by his as- 
sisiants, who are furnished him usu- 
ally by the representatives and some 
of whom have not had experience in 
such work and who make mistakes. 

“The committee on enrollment read 
the bills, but sometimes that com- 
mittee fails to find all the mistakes 
They will occur. In order, however, 
to have the minimum number of 
mistakes the legislature should provide 
the clerk two expert proof-readers to 
read the enrolled bills. Men who are 
not accustomed to reading for mis- 
takes are more liable to overlook er- 
rors than experts. The employment of 
these experts would result in few er- 
rors. We consider Mr. Baefejullet one 
of the most painstaking and efficient 
public servants Georgia now has or 
has ever had. 

“Moifeuillet does not know I 
am making this statement, but I feel 
it is his due to have the difficulties 
of his position understood.” 


NO COMMISSION RULE 
FOR JERSEY CITIES 
Two Municipalities Reject the 


Proposed Change in Gov- 
ernment. 


New York, August 29.—Two New Jer- 
sey communities in special elections 
today rejected the commission form of 
government. The city of Paterson cast 
4,917 votes in favor of the proposi- 
tion, and 7,984 against. In East Ruth- 
erford the plan was rejected, 265 to 
174. 

Governor Woodrow Wilson earnestly 
advocated the passage of the law 
which permitted cities to vote on the 
plan and urged its adoption. by mu- 
nicipalities.

Speaker of House Criticises 
Keynote Speech of President 


Clark Shows Inconsistency of 
Taft’s Veto of Revision Bills 
After Declaring That Tariff 
Needed Revision---How the 
Democrats Saved Taft. 


Quincy,-Iil., August 29.—-Champ Clark, 
speaker of the national house of repre- 
sentatives, before leaving here early 
today, replied emphatically ta President 
Taft's speech delivered at Hamilton, 
Mass., last Saturday. 

In a signed interview, the speaker 
accused the president of not stating 
facts. He said he did not reply for the 
insurgent republicans, who, “no doubt, 
will take up the cudgels in their own 
behalf.” 

He declared, among other things, 
that if the tariff board is to be used as 
@ pretext for delaying tariff revision 
downward, the democrats will cut off 
its supplies. 

Taft's Speech Remarkable, 

“President Taft's speech at Hasanilton, 
Mass., last Saturday,” said Speaker 
Crark, “can only be described as re- 
markable, when the history of the re- 
cent past is taken into consideration. 
He essayed the rather large stunt of 
running amuck on both the democrats 
and the insurgent republicans in con- 
gress, singling out Chairman Under- 
wood and myself particularly as demo- 
cratic targets. 

“T accept his onslaught as a badge of 


honor. 

“The president and [I are personal 
friends. He has extended to me many 
kindnesses, and I have tried to repay 
them as opportunity arises. He is an 
amiable gentleman, but at the time he 
seems to have been in a bad humor, 
because he sees defeat staring him in 
the face, | would say nothing unkind 
about him, but I cannot and will not 
ermit his personal strictures and his 
ald mia-statement of historical facts 
to go Unchallenged. 

“My obser'vation and experience prove 
to my mind that. Senator La Follette 
and the inagurgents are able to take 
care of themselves. So | leave them out 
of this interview. They will no doubt 
take up the cudgels in their own be- 
half, 

“The president's criticism of Mr. Un- 
derwood and myself, which is essential- 
ly a criticism of all democrats in the 
house and senate, because all demo- 
crates stood together, is absolutely un- 
called for, and is as ungrateful a per- 
formance as I can remember, for, if 
it had not been for the action of the 
democrats in the house in both the 


-” gpixty-first and sixty-second congresses, 


in living up almost unanimously in 
favor of reciprocity with Canada, he 
would have been the most thoroughly 
discredited and humiliated president 
since the days of Andrew Johnson. 


How Taft Failed, 


“With all the influence and patron-

NEGRO FARMERS’ INSTITUTE 
OPENS AT CLARK UNIVERSITY 


——— ——Ea————— SS 


Addresses of keen interest and 
practical value marked the second day's 
program of the annual “Round Up” Ne- 
gro Farmers’ Institute at Clark Uni- 
versity yesterday. 

The opening address at the morning 
session was delivered by Director P. C. 
Parks, superintendent of institutes for 
negro farmers in Georgia. He showed 
that these institutes form a part of the 
great movement for rural betterment 
now sweeping over the country. 

The speaker said that there were 
282,000 negro farm laborers in Georgia, 
of whom 72,000 are tenants. The object 
of these institutes is to improve the 
condition and make bétter and more 
productive farmers of these laborers 
and tenants. 

Elder C. L. Bonner, presiding over 
the Elberton district of the Colored 
Methodist church counselleg his hearers 
to be provident and do well the work 
they had to do. 

Owing to the absence from the city of 
H. G Hastings, of Atlanta, a written 


address prepared by him on the sub- 
ject “Cotton Grower or Farmer and 
Boll Weevil,” was read by Prof. Taylor, 
of the Clark University faculty. 

Mr. Hastings asserteg that with the 
increase {n union labor, the southern 
colored man would eventually be bar- 
red from most mechanical trades. As- 
surance of an honorable lMvelihood 
therefore, would be best found in intel- 
ligent, intensive and diversified farm- 

The feature of the afternoon's ges- 
sion was an addres@ by Hon. R H. 
Powall, Jr., state supervisor of rural 
schools. He discussed the general sub- 
ject of negro education, telling his 
hearers of the attitude of leading 
southern white men toward the so-call- 
ed “race problem.” He emphasized the 
importance of the white and colored 
people of the south adjusting them- 
selves to conditions and recognize a 
permanent basis upon which both races 
shall dwell side by side striving for 
the development of the productive re- 
sources of the country.

FARRAR DENOUNCES 
RECALL OF JUDGES 


Boston, August 29.—Many of the 
brightest lights of the bar gathered 
ir Huntington Hall this forenoon to 
listen to the opening address of Presi- 
dent Edgar H. Farrar, of Louisiana, 
and the annual reports of the officers 
of the American Bar Association, which 
began its thirty-fourth annual meeting 
today. 

President Farrar was loudly applaud- 
ed as he appeared to call the members 
tcgether. Between 300 and 400 lawyers 
were present to hear his remarks. 
Uniform state laws governing cor- 
porations, rather than federal ocor- 
poration control, were advocated by 
President Farrar. 

Mr. Farrar denounced in vigorous 
terms the proposition for the recall of 
judges by popular vote and the idea 
of a federal commission to fix the 
prices of merchandise. He favored the 
limiting of the capital stock of na- 
tional banks and the prohibiting of 
consolidation of such banks or of their 
control by any corporation. 
Regarding tht proposed 
judges, Mr. Farrar said: 
“The proposed measure is an attempt 
to destroy the independence of the 
judiciary, without which true liberty— 
the liberty which is regulated by law 
enforced with reason and deliberation, 
cannot exist, and to substitute the 
opinion and passions of the mob.” 
address delivered by Edgar H. Farrar, 
of New Orleans, which was followed by 
the election of a general council in- 
cluding one member from each state 
and territory. Other routine business 
brought the convention up to the an- 
nual reports of the standing commit- 
tees which were presented tonight. 
One of, the speakers today was Baron 
Uchida, Japanese ambassador to the 
United States, who spoke on “The 
Teaching of Jurisprudence in Japan.” 
A recommendation that the American 
Bar Association oppose any attempt to 
repeal the national bankruptcy act was 
made in the report of the committee on 
commercial law. The committee urged 
that the association’ exert every en- 
deavor to defeat the bill to repeal the 
bankruptcy act introduced by Repre- 
sentative Clayton now pending in 
congress. 

Acts relating to wife and child de- 
sertion and to the probatin in one 
state of wills made in another were 
recommended for indorsement by the 
committee on uniform state laws. Its 
report stated that the desertion act 
already had been passed in five states 
—Washington, Kansas, Rhode Island, 
Michigan and Wisconsin. It provides 
for punishment of deserters by impris- 
onment at hard labor, a portion of the 
proceeds of such labor to be devoted to 
the support of the deserted wife or 
children. The committee urged that 
the bar’ association indorse the prin- 
ciple of the act.

event of war. 


TAFT INDIGNANT 


Beverly, Mass., August 29.—Speaking 
in behalf of the Indian and negro in- 
dustrial schools at Hampton, Va., of 
which he is trustee, President Taft 
today voiced his indignation at the 
necessity that such useful institutions 
must beg for money and at the failure 
of the nation’s many millionaires to 
come to their rescue with contribu- 
tions. In the graduation of Booker 
Washington, the president said Hamp- 
ton has done enough to entitle it to 
the gratitude of the country. 

. The meeting was held at the home of 
Mrs. T. Jefferson Coolidge, at Man- 
chester, Mass. Governor Mann, of Vir- 
ginia, “the first Virginia governor 
whom we havé caught in New England 
and brought up-here for this purpose,” 
as the president smilingly referred to 
him, and many of the trustee and some 
of the men interested in raising funds 
for Hampton were present. 

“I always come in with a living pro- 
test—a point of indignation—that an 
institution as uesful that is, through- 
out the country,” said the president, 
forming, as it does, the basis for our 
industrial schools and suggesting a 
remedy and method of meeting the 
negro problem still should be on a 
basis necessitating the Organization at 
such meetings as this and the begging 
by such men as you see before you 
for money enough to run it from year 
to year. We have lots of millionaires 
in this country and why cannot the 
contributions be sufficiently large to 
put such an institution as Hampton on 
a basis that shall be self supporting? 

“Hampton graduated Booker Wash- 
ington, and as somebody has said, if 
it had not done anythin else, that 
alone would entitle it to the gratitude 
of the country. Booker Washington 
established Tuskegee, ang from Tuske- 
gee has sprung many schools of a 
similar character throughout the 
south. 

“Northern generosity and donations 
with reference to southern education 
and the education of the negro. have, 
of course, borne fruits and I don’t 
want in any way to diminish the de- 
sire of those who wish to give. The 
negro is a eitizen of the south, a very 
important part of theindustrial make- 
up of the south and the negro there- 
fore ought to come, ang is coming, 
more and more under the guardianship 
of the south.”

at the head so well prepared to direct students in the right path— 
whose every-day life is sweeter, purer and more elevating ; physically, 
because health is considered in every particular.” 

2. “The faculty is composed of efficient men and women, who, 

it seems to me, have a keen appreciation of real worth in a girl; 
and, no matter what her social or financial position is, she receives 
cordial consideration while there, and is followed with delightful, 
almost parental interest afterward. A graduate of Agnes Scott, or 
even a girl who has had a few years there, seems to feel in a par- 
ticular way that she owes the world a life—that she must give the 
best, and can never afford to give less.” . 
“The healthful and beautiful situation of the college, the 
splendidly equipped and finely conducted gymnasium, and the at- 
tractive tennis courts, in connection with the wholesome food and 
regular hours, show most careful consideration of the physical needs 
of the students.” 
“I know that the same atmosphere of refinement and spir- 
ituality pervades the place that has always been there, and will al- 
ways be there, to enable us ‘old girls’ to identify the old Agnes 
Scott with the new. But of all the benefits I derived from the years 
I spent there, I cherish most the teachings that have enabled me| 
to value the real things in life and to discard the valueless.”
